Grant Aids 
Prisoners 

The successful completion of a year of 
study is always good reason for jubilation, 
but for 31 inmates of the maximum secu¬ 
rity prison at New Westminster who com¬ 
pleted first year University courses con¬ 
ducted inside the prison, the accomplish¬ 
ment meant a giant step towards total 
rehabilitation. 

The $75,000 experimental program was 
the first ever set up in Canada. Dr. J.D. 
Ayers, of the UVic Faculty of Education, 
and doctoral student Tony Partlett worked 
together on the "research" program made 
possible through a $35,000 grant from the 
Canadian Donner Foundation which was 
matched by the Federal government. 

Not all prisoners eligible to take the 
courses attended classes. Inmates were 
separated into two groups so that a correla¬ 
tion may be made later on the future 
actions of the men who took the course of 
studies and those who did not. Dr. Ayers 
feels there will be a significant change of 
moral attitude among those who took the 
course, and is hopeful the federal govern¬ 


ment will finance a continuing program of 
studies for inmates of maximum security 
prisons. 

The "graduation ceremony" was held 
August 27 inside the prison at New West¬ 
minster. 

Spellunker 

Paul Griffiths, a 4th year University of 
Victoria student, majoring in marine bio¬ 
logy, has discovered another previously 
unknown cave. 

Griffiths is the man whose discovery of 
a limestone cave and gold-bearing under¬ 
ground river in the Bowron Lakes Provin¬ 
cial Park in August, received nationwide 
publicity. 

Saturday (September 30) with a friend, 
Lewis Bartlett, he discovered another pre¬ 
viously unreported cave. This one was in 
the Gordon River area near Cowichan 
Lake. 

"We were really looking for bats, so 
did not go very far into that cave, but I 
want to return for another look," he said in 
an interview. 

At the entrance to that cave they found 


two skeletons, "probably of a goat and a 
deer which had fallen from the overhead 
cliff and lay there to die." There was also a 
white slug, its pigment lost after life in the 
darkness of the cave, and many well 
formed stalactites about a foot long. In a 
nearby cave, they saw a half blind fish in an 
underground river. 

Speaking of the Bowron Lakes cave, 
Griffiths said he and a friend Blake Killins 
of Hamilton, made nine trips down, but 
had no time to do any mapping. On their 
last trip the cave was flooded to within 200 
feet of the entrance. "Flash flooding is a 
serious danger in such caves and weather 
forecasts should be exhaustively checked 
before entering," he says. 

Several footprints, at least 14 inches in 
length, were seen and on the second to last 
trip down there was a "fresh print". 

Griffiths thinks the Bowron Lakes cave 
of special interest because of the varied 
things associated with it, such as gold in the 
river; strange, large footprints; a hot spring 
and white frogs. 

"Very little is known of the animal life 
in these caves," he says, and he would like 
to see University biologists begin making a 
thorough study of the varied species which 
seem to live out their lives in B.C. caves. 

Following his Bowron Lakes cave dis¬ 
covery, Griffiths later quit his parks job, 
and spent a short time in France, where he 
again found a new cave. But European 
caves no longer hold much interest since 
they have been so thoroughly studied, and 
"there are so many," he says. 

Spellunking (cave hunting) in Canada is 
usually fraught with both danger and diffi¬ 
culties. It offers a real challenge and plenty 
of excitement to anyone interested. 

Griffiths says he first became interested 
in caveswhenheaccidentally stumbled into 
one while living in France. Since that time 
speleology and spellunking have become of 
increasing and absorbing interest. 

He is a charter member of the Canadian 
Speleological Society which probably has 
one of the largest memberships of any 



























subsequently founded in Canada. The so¬ 
ciety here has 80 registered and interested 
members plus about 10 who are active. 

Griffiths says he has plans for two 
books, ''Exploring Canada Underground" 
and "The Abominable Snowman of British 
Columbia", but that is another story and 
must wait until after graduation in 1973.

Dr. Ian Barrodale, Mathematics Depart¬ 
ment, has been awarded a senior visiting 
research fellowship of the Science Re¬ 
search Council of Great Britain in the 
amount of £4,590. 

Dr. Barrodale will spend 1972-73 at the 
University of Liverpool where he will work 
with the Professor of numerical analysis.

Dr. Barrodale, 32, joined the University 
of Victoria in 1961, but spent last year on 
Sabbatical Leave with the mathematics 
research centre, U.S. Army, University of 
Wisconsin, and with the mathematics 
branch, theoretical physics division. 
Atomic Energy Research Establishment, 
Harwell, England. 

Along with Drs. F.D.K. Roberts and B. 
Ehle of the UVic math department, he is 


co-author of a book Elementary Computer 
Applications currently used as a text in 
Math 171. He has another book on Numer¬ 
ical analysis in preparation.

Commission 

Dingy Yellow, a composition for saxo¬ 
phone, piano and electronic tape by 
Rudolph Komorous of the University of 
Victoria music department, was recently 
acclaimed in Ontario. 

The number was specially commissioned 
by the Ontario Arts Council for perform¬ 
ance on Canadian Day at the Third World 
Saxophone Congress in August at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto. 

Professor Komorous received a Canada 
Council travel grant to attend the premiere 
performance of his composition. 

This was a first for a Canadian composi¬ 
tion of this kind, which incorporated use 
of the first professional electronic tape 
made in the electronic music studio of 
UVic.

Registration Up 

Registration in the non-degree programs 
offered by the Division of Continuing Edu¬ 
cation is up 100 per cent over the fall term 
of last year. 

A total of 1,152 students are registered 
for this term according to the Division 
Director, Dr. L.E. Devlin.
